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Our schools have gone through the year without any se- 
rious drawbacks or jars. ‘This is, ina great measure, to be 
credited to the parents. = | 

Not all the terms have been perfect, but as much so we 7 
could reasonably expect. “d 

We labor under disadvantages in procuring the best — 
teachers, on account of wages which are less than in the ma- 
jority of the adjoining districts. It requires more ability to 
teach an ungraded school than a graded school, and the com- 
pensation is usually less in the former case. In many cases” 
we have been obliged to employ teachers with no experience 
and they have proved to be very successful. Parents can do™ 
more for the success of the schools in our rural districts than 
the committee, and be a great assistance to the teachers. 

Let them see that the children are at school every day in 
season. For the one who is absent one-third of the time 
cannot expect to learn as much as one who is there all the © 
time. ’ 

Have them in the best possible condition of mind and 
body. . 
Children do not conduct themselves so very differently 
at school from what they do at home. 

If they are taught to obey and be courteous at home, ~ 
they will naturally do so at school.
